"The Family Tussle" 
The Family Tussle Over Aly’s Horses 


was the headline over a clipping sent us 
last week by Secret Operator No. 329654, 
whose contact in England had sent it to 
him. 

Sam White. Paris correspondent for 
the Evening Standard, reported that the 
late Aly Khan had left a Swiss will, which 
“will have an excellent chance of escaping 
all French death duties on his race horses 
in France.” 

From this. White reasoned that it was 
“unlikely that his French stud and_ his 
French race horses, numbering 70. will 
be broken up to meet death duty charges. 
In short. his French racing properties will 
remain as valuable as ever. 

White said there was “dissension” 
among the survivors as to what disposition 
should be made of the Aly Khan’s exten- 
sive Thoroughbred holdings. He said the 
will provided that the prince’s horse in- 
terests “must be decided jointly” by all 
Aly’s heirs. principally his 2 sons and his 
daughter, Yasmin. And since Yasmin is 
under age. “Rita Hayworth will have a 
say in the destinies of the stable.” 

“There are also subsidiary heirs, like 
Aly’s model friend Bettina. Then. too. 
there is the Begum Aga Khan. who bene-

fits from the will under the terms imposed 
by the late Aga Khan. All have varying 
interests—some would undoubtedly pre- 
fer to sell, others like the Begum are 
adamant that the stable should remain, 
in accordance with the late Aga Khan’s 
wish. the property of the family. 

“The family is riven by dispute on 
this and other subjects and is only united 
in its opposition to the Begum’s desire to 
play a role in their affairs.”

rullah did go in the Express stakes — 
and finished out of the money in a 6-horse 
field. 

The winner was Mrs. Tilyou  Chris- 
topher’s 5-year-old English mare *Liberal 
Lady, which right now is just about as 
sharp as a horse can be. Her victory in 
the Hollywood Express was her seventh 
in a row and her third since invading the 
Inglewood track. Before winning the 
Express, she captured the Sequoia Hand- 
icap in 1:08%5 for 6 furlongs. So, in her 
last 2 starts, she has whipped Fleet Nas- 
rullah and Silver Spoon. What else does a 
girl have to do to get a reputation? 

In Fleet Nasrullah’s behalf, it must be 
said that the defeat cost him little in the 
way of prestige, and he is still the horse 
to beat in the Hollywood Gold Cup and 
other rich stakes coming up this summer. 
He went into the Express after being 
stretched out for a longer race and with 
his early speed somewhat dulled as a 
result, while *Liberal Lady razor- 
sharp from some excellent sprints. 

Each time that Fleet Nasrullah races 
he seems to develop a bit more tempera- 
ment, and if there is one mark against 
him as a race horse, this is it. In the Cali- 
fornian, you may recall. he balked at 
going to the post. In the Express, he 
did the same thing. only this time he was 
a bit more adamant about it. By cajoling 
him, they finally managed to get him to 
take a couple of steps at a time towards 
the gate. But it was a struggle. The 


gate crew could not be too firm with him. 


because when you fight him. he fights 
back and won’t run at all. 

When they finally lured him into the 
gate, he broke slowly. spotting *Liberal 
Lady and Aliwar a lead of several lengths. 
He lost more ground before he reached 
the turn, then went wide into the stretch. 
Grandpa Johnny Longden brought him 
to the middle of the track. where he closed 
some ground, but not enough to worry 
the leaders. In the stretch. Longden was 
afraid to touch him with the whip, because 
Fleet Nasrullah can sulk when struck. 

Aliwar was the surprise factor in the 
race, After being beaten in his previous 
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start by much softer company, he came 
out of the gate close behind *Liberal 
Lady and stayed with her around the 
turn. Entering the final quarter, he even 
got his head to the front before *Liberal 
Lady came on again to win by three 
parts of a length in 1:03. The world and 
track record, set by Porterhouse in win- 
ning this same stakes 3 years ago. is 
1:0225. 

Trainer Harris Brown was so pleased 
with *Liberal Lady’s splendid showing 
that he decided to try her over a distance 
of ground in her next start, the Milady 
Handicap, on June 16. “She has never 
won at more than 6!5 furlongs before.” 
Brown said, “but she seems to be im- 
proving with age. and I think she can go 
on now.” 

Rudy Campas. the likeable 19-year-old 
youngster from Tucson. Ariz., who has 
ridden *Liberal Lady in all her races 
here, was so excited before the race that 
he spent all afternoon worrying. “This is 
my biggest thrill.” he exclaimed. “She 
didn’t have as much speed in the early 
part as when she won the Sequoia. She 
always hesitates slightly at the break, but 
she gets to running faster than any horse 
I’ve seen. She seemed to want to wait for 
that other horse. and wouldn’t go on when 
he came alongside of us. I didn’t want 
to hit her, so I started pushing and 
flagged the stick at her. and she pulled 
away.” 


So far, most of Campas’ victories have 
been scored at smaller tracks, such as 
Pomona. But he has a lot of ability, al- 
ways wears a ready smile, and is popular 
with trainers and fellow riders. The vic- 
tory aboard *Liberal Lady was his third 
stakes success of the Hollywood Park sea- 
son, so it looks as though Rudy Campas 
has arrived in the big time. 


A Question of Manners 


Last winter at Santa Anita, Mare Craw- 
ford’s Flow Line’s race in the San Felipe 
Handicap made him a favorite for the 
Santa Anita Derby. In that race, the son 
of *Khaled—Play Possum, still very 
green, was virtually unmanageable, and 
his jockey finally had to ease him before 
he racked up the entire field. 


Since then, trainer Willie Wyndle, the 
flyweight former jockey, has managed to 
settle Flow Line into quite a gentleman. 
It took a lot of time and patience, but 
Wyndle seems to have done it. He rides 
Flow Line to the paddock and let’s him 
stand there and acquaint himself with 
everything. and he takes the horse almost 
daily to the starting gate, just to stand 
beside it. 


When Flow Line came to the paddock 
for the Will Rogers Stakes on Memorial 
Day. the change in the colt was apparent. 
He didn’t turn a hair; he wasn’t perturbed 
in the slightest. He made 2 mistakes 


The Hollywood Express Handicap provided *Liberal Lady with her seventh- 
straight victory. Aliwar was second, the favored Fleet Nasrullah unplaced. 
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during the race. but still won in 1:3445 
for the mile. 


Flow Line started to revert to his old 
tricks turning for home. He _ swerved 
sharply at the top of the stretch, probably 
when he heard the roar from 63.957 fans. 
and then he propped when he saw the 
starting gate. That hesitation, at about 
the sixteenth-pole. enabled the late-run- 
ning Natego to get within a neck of him. 
First Balcony was third, with Ralph 
Lowe's New Policy fifth. and Clown 
Prince, upset winner over Flow Line in 
the 6-furlong Debonair Stakes earlier in 
the meeting. last in the field of 10. 

“He’s learning more about racing all 
along. and he seems to be improving all 
the time.” Wyndle said later. “I think 
he’s going to be a better horse with each 
race now. and I feel sure he'll go as far 
as races are written.” 

It was a sweet and important victory 
for Crawford. When many people 
gave up on Flow Line after his flop in 
the Santa Anita Derby. Crawford’s faith 
remained unshaken. It looks now as 
though he was right all along. and that 
he has the colt to beat in the Hollywood 
Derby this summer.

Mutuel Clerks Get Raise 


Striking pari-mutuel clerks. who had 
forced the suspension of racing on June 
6-7 at Washington Park. where the Bal- 
moral meeting is held. returned to work 
on June 8 with a new contract. 

After rejecting one new wage proposal. 
representatives of the International Broth- 
erhood of Electrical Workers accepted an 
increase of $1 a day this year. with another 
50-cent raise for each of the next 2 years.

OBITUARY 


Beniamin F. Lindheimer 


Benjamin F. Lindheimer. 69. who for 
more than 20 years had controlled racing 
in Chicago. died of a heart attack Sun- 
day night. June 5. at his home in Beverly 
Hills. Calif. With him at the time of his 
death were his wife and a daughter. Mrs. 
Webb Everett. who had flown to California 
to confer with her father on a threatened 
strike of pari-mutuel workers at) Wash- 
ington Park. 

Mr. Lindheimer. one of the most 
gressive figures in the field of race track 
management. was a native of Chicago. 
After his graduation from high school 
there. he took a job as a time clerk for a 
Hartford. construction company. 
but after a few years in the East he re- 
turned to Chicago to work for a = con- 
tractor who was developing real estate in 
Gary. Ind.. which then was growing into 
a major industarial area. Young Lind- 
heimer soon struck out on his own. be- 
coming one of the foremost real estate 
developers in the Chicago area. 

When a group of Chicago businessmen 
bought Washington Park in 1934. Mr. 
Lindheimer for the first time was brought

into race track management. as chairman 
of the new board of directors. Four years 
later the same organization purchased Ar- 
lington Park. and Mr. Lindheimer was 
made executive director of both plants. 
Through his guidance they became among 
the most progressive race tracks in 
America. 

Mr. Lindheimer spent generously on 
backstretch improvements, as well as on 
public conveniences, and the co-ordinated 
Washington-Arlington racing program 
soon was among the most richly endowed 
in the nation. In 1955, the Jockeys’ Guild 
nemed him “Man of the Year,” and in 
1958 the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Association presented him with its 
annual award for contributions to the 
sport of racing. 

Mr. Lindheimer had his first heart at- 
tack in 1949, and after his second, in 1952, 
he began delegating many of his respon- 
sibilities to his daughter, Marjorie Ever- 
ett. who was made a vice president of 
Arlington-Washington. 

Survivors. in addition to Mrs. Lind- 
heimer and Mrs. Everett. include a second 
daughter. Mrs. Patricia Steiner; a son, 
Walter Lindheimer; and a brother, Jacob 
| indheimer.

The Derby 


Lonpon. When, in years to come, Turf 
enthusiasts wish to refresh their memories 
on the result of the 1960 Epsom Derby, 
the reference books will tell them that it 
was won by Sir Victor Sassoon’s St. Paddy 
(Aureole—Edie Kelly), which beat Sir 
Richard Brook’s Alcaeus (Alycidon— 
Marteline) by 3 lengths. with R. E. More 
O’Ferrall’s  Kythnos (Nearula—Capital 
Issue) half a length away in third place. 

They will recall that St. Paddy was Sir 
Victor Sassoon’s fourth Derby winner in 
7 years, that his jockey Lester Piggott won 
the race for the third time, and that 
Aleaeus and Kythnos were trained in Ire- 
land and ridden by Australians. It will be 
noted, too, that the favorite. a French colt 
called Angers. was destroyed after break- 
ing a leg 5 furlongs from home. 


But unless the files of newspapers dated 
June 2 are turned up, it will not be real- 
ized that the 1960 Derby was the most 
sensation-packed race since that day back 
in 1913 when a_ suffregette ran from 
under the rails and brought down King 
George V’s colt Anmer as he was rounding 
Tattenham Corner. 

The first sensation came early on Tues- 
day morning, May 31. the day before the 
big race. when Exchange Student, owned 
by the American T. B. Martin. broke a 
fetlock when doing an exercise cahter 
round Tattenham Corner. The horse had 
to be destroyed. 

Then on the morning of Derby Day the 
blacksmith who was fitting racing plates 
to Sir Winston Churchill’s Vienna acci- 
dentally pricked the horse’s foot, and 
Vienna had to be scratched. 

A few hours later. rumor said that all 
was not well with St. Paddy and that he 
would be unable to run. but this was 
scotched when trainer Noel Murless ar- 
rived on the course and said that his colt 
was fit and well. 

The final pre-race sensation came 
when the B. B. C. announced on one of 
its news bulletins that Scobie Breasley had 
influenza and would be unable to ride 
Aleaeus. The horse’s Irish trainer. Paddy 
Prendergast. immediately engaged Tommy 
Gosling. who was to have ridden Vienna. 
Ten minutes later Breasley turned up. and 
said that he had a slight attack of hay 
fever but was perfectly fit to ride Aleaeus. 

The day’s tragedy came when the field 
was half-way down the hill and rounding 
Tattenham Corner. At this point. Mrs. 
Ralph Strassburger’s Angers. the best 
horse in France and favorite for the Derby 
since betting opened early in the spring. 
suddenly dropped back from the middle of 
the field to nearly last. A second later he 
disappeared below the heads of the crowd 
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lining the rails. and it was obvious that 
he had fallen. 

One of the race course veterinarians. 
who had followed the race in his car from 
the start. found that Angers had broken 
his near fore cannon bone and had shat- 
tered his fetlock joint and pastern. He de- 
stroyed the colt on the spot; in fact the 
horse was dead before St. Paddy had 
passed the winning post. 

Tens of thousands on the open downs 
(infield) left the course that evening with- 
out’ knowing what had happened to 
Angers. The race commentator had not 
mentioned the incident. nor had television 
cameras picked it up. 

It was indeed a cruel blow for Mrs. 
Strassburger whose husband died last year 
after trying for years without success to 
breed and own a Derby winner. Only a 
week or so previously Mrs. Strassburger 
had refused a big offer for Angers. 

The result of the Derby was a triumph 
for Britain. since it was fully realized that 
St. Paddy was our only hope of winning 
the race from a field which included 2 
French horses and a strong team of 5 from 
Ireland. St. Paddy thus proved himself 
to be the best 3-year-old colt in Europe. 
and it will be surprising if anything from 
across the English or Irish channels can 
extend him in the St. Leger at Doncaster 
in September.
